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Commencement

ON  June  luh,  the  One  Hundred  and  Fifly-Fourtli 
Commencement  closed,  with  the  feeling  of  all  who 
attended  that  it  was  one  of  the  most  successful,  enjoyable 
and   hopeful   in   the   history   of  the    College. 

Sunday,  June  8th,  witnessed  the  opening  of  the 
commencement  activities,  with  the  Baccalaureate  Sermon, 
which  was  delivered  by  ex-president  Rev.  H.  Tucker 
Graham,  D.  D.,  of  Florence,  South  Carolina.  In  an  eloquent 
and  scholarly  address  he  reminded  the  graduates  that, 
while  it  was  necessary  and  proper  to  strive  for  earthl\- 
success  and  honors,  they  should  remember  that  the 
ultimate  aim  of  life  should  be  God. 

Monday,  carried  no  official  activities,  but  was  thor- 
oughly enjoyed  as  a  sort  of  visiting-around  day. 

Tuesday,  was  Alumni  Day.  At  10:00  A.  M.  the  Board 
of  Trustees  met.  Most  of  them  left  at  once;  a  few,  how- 
ever, remained  on  the  Hill  and  the  Alumni  were  some- 
what encouraged  to  see  them  in  attendance  upon  the 
collegiate  activities.  At  12:00  Noon,  the  Alumni  gathered 
in  Mcllwaine  Hall  to  witness  the  presentation  of  Athletic 
and  Trustee  Medals  and  to  hear  the  Annual  Alumni 
Address,  with  Hon.  Robert  K.  Brock,  President  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association,  presiding.  The  meeting 
opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  James  E.  Cook,  of  Hopewell, 
Va. 

Athletic  Service  Medals  were  presented  through 
Professor  Samuel  E.  Osbourn,  '01,  and  Dr.  Wyndham 
B.    Blanton,    '10. 

The  Trustee  Medals  were  presented  as  follows:  the 
Senior-Junior  Trustees'  medal  to  H.  C.  Bradshaw,  1930, 
of  Rice,  Va.,  the  Sophomore-Freshman  medal  to  John  L. 
Bruner,  1933,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va. 

The  address  was  delivered  by  Hon.  Joseph  M.  Crockett, 
191 1,  of  Welch,  West  Virginia.  It  stressed  the  value  of 
the  so-called  small  College,  and,  being  illuminated  by 
rhetorical  figures  of  force  and  eloquence,  it  was  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  audience.  At  I  :oo  P.  M.  the  Alumni 
gathered  in  the  dining  room,  in  Venable  Hall,  for  luncheon. 
At  3:30  P.  M.  they  reconvened  in  Bagby  Hall  for 
the  annual  business  meeting.  Much  business  was  trans- 
acted at  this  meeting,  the  most  important  of  which, 
perhaps,  was  the  passage  of  a  resolution  calling  the 
Board's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Alumni  Association 
was  not  yet  on  a  self-sustaining  basis  and  that  only 
substantial  financial  assistance  from  the  Board  could 
render  its  continuance  as  a  serviceable  organization 
possible.  Another  matter  of  significance  was  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Constitution,  to  the  effect  that  instead  of  the 
present  executive  committee,  which  must  be  selected 
from  Alumni  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  Hampden-Sydney, 


the  committee  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  of  whom 
five  shall  be  a  quorum,  to  be  selected  from  the  entire 
Alumni  Association  membership,  without  binding  ref- 
erence to  place  of  residence.  This  amendment,  however, 
cannot  become  effective  until  ratified  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Association.  The  officers  chosen  for  the  ensuing 
term  were:  Robert  K.  Brock,  President;  Dr.  H.  W 
Blanton,  Vice  President;  P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Treasurer; 
and  George  L.  Walker,  General  Secretary.  A  heartening 
incident  of  the  election  of  officers  was  Mr.  Walker's 
acceptance  and  assurance  of  continued  and  unabated 
efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Association,  notwithstanding  a 
considerable  cut  in  his  salary  necessitated  by  lack  of 
funds  to  balance  the  budget.  Another  feature,  heartily 
acclaimed  by  the  members  present,  was  the  unanimous 
election  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  the  retiring  Vice 
President,  as  Honorary  Vice  President  for  life. 

At  6:30  P.  M.  a  Buffet  Supper  was  served  by  the 
ladies  of  the  Faculty  to  members  of  the  Senior  Class, 
their  parents,  and  the  Alumni,  in  the  College  Dining  Hall. 

At  8:00  P.  M.,  the  annual  celebration  of  the  Literary 
Society  was  held  in  the  College  Church.  The  Dr.  F.  S. 
Johns'  Medal  was  delivered  to  Edwin  S.  Simpson;  the 
Alexander  Medal  to  Campbell  Pancake,  Jr.,  of  Staunton, 
Va.,  and  the  Debate  Council  award  to  C.  H.  Carson  and 
J.  Gray  McAllister,  Jr.  Violin  selections  were  rendered 
by  Mary  Louise  Sartelle,  of  Winchester,  Va.,  and  Joe 
Perry,  a  vocal  solo  by  Miss  Florence  Cralle.  The 
College  pitted  itself  against  the  Literary  Society  in  debate 
upon  whether  the  nations  should  adopt  disarmament  as 
a  means  to  peace.  The  College,  in  the  affirmative,  was 
represented  by  Plummer  F.  Jones,  Jr.,  and  Crawford  H. 
Carson,  and  the  Literary  Society,  in  the  negative,  by 
Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  and  J.  Gray  McAllister,  Jr.  The  award 
was  made  to  the  negative.  Dr.  J.  E.  Hemphill,  of  Peters- 
burg, Va.,  presided  at  this  celebration. 

Wednesday,  Graduation  exercises.  The  Invocation 
was  made  by  Rev.  William  Chester  White,  D.  D.,  of 
Churchville,  Va.  The  Gammon  Cup,  awarded  to  the 
senior  who  has  best  served  the  College,  was  presented 
to  Robert  W.  Lawson,  of  South  Boston,  Va.,  with  Rev.  H. 
Tucker  Graham,  D.  D.,  officiating.  The  Algernon  Sidney 
Sullivan  Medallion,  symbolizing  spiritual  qualities,  out- 
standing, and  demonstrated  in  daily  life  with  other 
people  was  presented  to  H.  C.  Bradshaw,  1930,  with 
Rev.  J.  B.  Bittinger,  D.  D.,  officiating.  The  George  W. 
Bagby  Prize,  for  the  best  essay  by  a  student  of  the  College 
dealing  with  ante-bellum  life  or  history  in  Virginia  or 
in  the  South,  was  presented  to  Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  Va.,  the  presentation  being  made  by 
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Rev.  J.  E.  Hemphill,  D.  D.  Presentation  of  the  Margaret 
Tynes  Fairly  short-story  prize  to  E.  M.  Shepherd,  Charles- 
ton, W.  Va. 

The  commencement  address  was  delivered  by  Hon. 
Alexander  Thomson,  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  who  chose 
as  his  subject  THE  INDUSTRIAL  AGE.  Being  the 
Vice  President  and  General  Manager  of  the  Champion 
Coated  Paper  Company,  of  Hamilton,  Ohio,  Mr.  Thomson 
demonstrated  his  thorough  familiarity  with  "Big  Busi- 
ness." But  Industrialism,  as  commonly  understood  b\' 
those  who  have  not  brought  inspirational  and  prophetic 
vision  to  bear  upon  it,  was  a  mere  incident  to  this  address 
or,  rather,  it  should  be  said  that  the  common  conception 
of  "Big  Business"  merel)'  furnished  Mr.  Thomson  with 
the  motivating  impulse  to  bring  to  Hampden-Sydne)-, 
e-xponent  of  cultural  education  and  classic  learning,  a 
hopeful  and  inspiring  message  from  the  "Outside  World." 

After  paying  high  tribute  to  the  South,  to  Virginia,  and 
to  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  disclaiming  all  indus- 
trialistic  partizanship,  Mr.  Thomson  declared  that  In- 
dustrialism could  no  longer  be  looked  upon  as  a  mere 
temporary  ascendency  of  one  phase  of  social  existence, 
coupled  with  decay  of  other  phases,  but  must  be  recogniz- 
ed as  the  vehicle  which  is  presently  carr}-ing  all  the  pro- 
gressions of  ci\ilization  towards  the  heights  upon  which 
the  e\'es  of  all  men  good  and  true  are  fixed.  Life,  he  said, 
could  no  longer  be  lived  in  compartments,  but  must  be 
lived  as  a  whole,  and  thus  Industrialism  must  be  con- 
sidered as  comprehending  not  merely  business  but  the 
professions  as  well.  Thus  considered,  he  argued.  Indus- 
trialism was  comparable  to  the  several  recognized  Ages  of 
Man,  as  the  Stone  Age,  the  Bronze  Age,  the  Iron  Age,  and 
the  Steel  Age,  and  must  be  ranked  with  the  several  regimes 
through  which  civilization  has  expressed  itself,  such  as  the 
militaristic  regime,  the  ecclesiastical  regime,  the  regime  of 
slavery,  etc.,  so  that,  taking  warning  from  the  parallels  of 
history,  we  should  not  oppose  Industrialism,  but  rather 
should  we  bring  to  bear  upon  it  and  incorporate  into  it  all 
the  higher  phases  of  social  existence,  comprised  by  such 
terms  as  spiritual,  religious,  educational,  and  human- 
itarian. Mr.  Thomson  closed  with  a  fine  appeal  to  the 
graduating  class  to  see  to  it  that  "Southern  Industries 
shall  be  in  the  hands  of  Southern  men,  so  that  they  shall  be 
handled  by  those  who  know  the  historic  background  of  the 
South,  its  traditions,  its  feelings,  and  its  needs." 

Immediately  after  Mr.  Thomson's  address  the  degree 
of  LL.  D.  was  conferred  upon  Professor  Samuel  E. 
Osbourn,  1901,  Headmaster  of  Germantown  (Pa.) 
Academy,  and  upon  President  L.  Wilson  Jarman,  of  Mary 
Baldwin  College,  Staunton,  Va.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Literature  was  conferred  upon  Mr.  Alexander  Wilbourne 
Weddell,  author,  diplomat,  "grandson  of  Hampden- 
Sydney."  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  was  conferred 
upon  the  speaker  of  the  occasion,  Hon.  Alexander  Thom- 
son, of  Hamilton,  Ohio.  These  degrees  were  conferred  by 
President  Eggleston  as  follows: 

Samuel  Edmund  Osbourn 

A  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  Class  of 
1901,  with  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of 
Science,  with  honors;  a  Master  of  Arts  of  Princeton 
University;  honorary  M.  A.  of  the  University  of  Pennsyl- 
vania 1926;  a  teacher,  who  by  virtue  of  his  singular 
abilities  has  steadily  risen  in  his  profession;  a  writer; 
Head  Master  of  Germantown  Academy  from  1915  to 
the  present  date;  an  alumnus  who  has  brought  honor 
to  his  Alma  Mater  in  his  chosen  profession,  and  whose 


name  ranks  high  in  the  distinguished  list  of  Hampden- 
Sydney's  Alumni — upon  Samuel  Edmund  Osbourn, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 
confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.

j\  graduate  of  Emory  College,  Georgia,  with  the 
degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  and  Master  of  Arts;  a  student 
at  Columbia  University,  New  York,  in  post-graduate 
work;  an  able  college  teacher;  acting  President  of 
Granbury  College,  Texas,  1899-1901;  with  an  experience 
showing  marked  administrative  ability;  now  President 
of  Mar}'  Baldwin  College — upon  L.  Wilson  Jarman,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-S\-dney  College  confers 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws. 

Alexander  Wilbourne  Weddell 

The  son  of  a  distinguished  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  who  entered  the  Confederate  States 
Army,  was  a  First  Lieutenant,  and  did  valuable  work 
in  the  Confederate  Secret  Service,  and  who  later  was  a 
minister  of  the  gospel;  a  native  of  Richmond,  Virginia; 
educated  in  private  schools,  in  George  Washington 
University,  in  the  University  of  Catania,  and  in  the 
L'niversity  of  Lausanne;  entering  the  diplomatic  service 
in  igo8  and  rendering  able  and  distinguished  service 
for  his  country  in  Greece,  in  Calcutta,  and  in  Mexico, 
retiring  in  1928;  author;  distinguished  for  his  broad 
sympathies  for,  and  his  activities  in,  everything  that 
touches  the  fine  traditions  and  culture  of  his  native  State — 
upon  this  high-minded  gentleman  and  scholar,  Alexander 
Wilbourne  VV'eddell,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature. 

Alexander  Thomson 

A  graduate  of  Ohio  Military  Institute;  a  specialist 
in  industrial  chemistry,  in  mechanics,  in  manufacturing, 
in  economics,  in  finance,  and  in  the  printing  arts;  Acting 
President  of  the  Champion  Coated  Paper  Company 
of  Hamilton,  Ohio;  President  of  the  Young  Men's  Chris- 
tian Association  of  Hamilton,  Ohio;  Vice  President  of 
Christ  Hospital,  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors;  a  trustee  of  Beaver  College, 
Pennsylvania — a  Presbyterian  Institution;  a  publicist 
and  speaker  of  marked  abilities;  one  of  the  preeminent 
leaders  of  Cincinnati  in  everything  that  makes  for  the 
city's  good;  a  gentleman  who  carries  into  his  large  busi- 
nesses, and  into  everything  he  touches,  those  Christian 
principles  in  which  he  believes — upon  Alexander  Thomson 
of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  confers  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science. 

This  was  followed  by  reading  of  scholastic  honors,  the 
details  of  which  will  be  found  in  "From  the  Dean's  Office." 

The  valedictory  address  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Herbert 
Clarence  Bradshaw,  and  was  very  generally  pronounced 
one  of  the  best  that  has  been  heard  for  many  years. 

Academic  degrees  were  then  conferred  upon  the  gradu- 
ating class.  The  names  will  be  found  in  the  Dean's  article. 

The  benediction,  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  J.  Gray 
McAllister,  D.  D.,  of  Lhiion  Theological  Seminary,  one- 
time president  of  the  College. 

This  commencement  carried  the  happy  conviction 
to  the  hearts  of  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  and  friends 
in  attendance  that  she  has  made  one  more  long  stride 
towards  the  heights  upon  which  she  is  entitled  to  stand.

REV.  JOHN  BLAIR  was  a  native  of  Ireland,  and  was 
.  a  minister  of  the  gospel  and  a  teacher.  Coming  to 
Pennsylvania  he  became  principal  of  the  famous  school 
established  by  his  older  brother,  Rev.  Samuel  Blair, 
at  Fagg's  Manor.  This  school  sent  out  a  remarkable 
group  of  ministers  of  the  gospel  and  citizens  through 
whom  Christian  schools  and  colleges 
in  the  north  and  south  were  founded. 
The  fact  that  Samuel  Davies  was 
one  of  these,  would  alone  have  made 
the  school  famous. 

A  son  of  Rev.  John  Blair  was 
Rev.  John  D.  Blair  who  for  many 
years  was  a  preacher  and  teacher  in 
Hanover  County,  Virginia,  and  later 
became  the  first  Presbyterian  pastor 
in  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  was 
known  and  beloved  in  that  city  as 
Parson  Blair. 

A  son  of  Rev.  John  B.  Blair  was 
Mr.  Walter  D.  Blair,  in  his  day  one 
of  the  most  influential  citizens  of 
Richmond. 

A  .son  of  Mr.  Walter  D.  Blair  was 
Walter  Blair,  born  in  Richmond  on 
November  lo,  1835. 

When  young  Walter  was  14 
years  old  he  was  sent  to  Augusta 
County,  V'irginia.  to  attend  school 
under  Robert  Lewis  Dabney,  who 
was  then  pastor  of  Tinkling  Spring 
Church  and,  in  addition  to  his  duties 
as  pastor,  taught  a  limited  number 
of  boys.  Walter  was,  therefore,  not 
only  prepared  for  college,  but  re- 
ceived from  his  great  teacher  that  marked  impress  for 
exactness  and  thoroughness  which  characterized  both 
teacher  and  pupil. 

In  1853  he  had  made  such  progress  in  his  studies 
that  he  entered  the  junior  class  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
graduating  in  1855  with  the  second  honor.  For  two 
sessions  he  was  tutor  and  teacher  of  the  grammar  school 
connected  with  the  College  and  was  then  appointed 
assistant  professor  of  Ancient  Languages  in  the  College. 
In  i860  he  was  elected  full  professor  of  the  Latin  Language 
and  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  study  abroad. 

He  studied  at  the  Universities  of  Berlin  and  Leipsic, 
but  heeding  the  call  of  his  native  State  he  returned  to 
Virginia,  and  enlisted  in  the  Richmond  Howitzers,  later 
became  sergeant-major  in  Colonel  Cabell's  Artillery 
Battalion,  was  in  the  battles  of  the  Army  of  Northern 
Virginia,  and  proved  himself  as  thorough  in  his  duties 
as  an  officer  as  he  was  in  everything  else  he  did. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Professor  Blair  returned  to 
Hampden-Sydney,  took  up  his  work  in  Latin  and  after- 
wards in  German  also,  and  filled  these  chairs  with  great 
ability  until  the  year  1896,  when  he  resigned  and  was 
made  professor  emeritus.

Dr.  Blair;  "As  a  professor  of  the  Latin  Language  Dr. 
Blair  found  the  ideal  life  for  him;  suited  to  his  habits 
and  to  his  taste,  his  love  of  study  and  inclination  to  quiet, 
somewhat  secluded,  labors."  Dr.  Harding  speaks  of  him 
further  "as  a  close,  persistent,  and  hard  student  of  the 
Latin,  devoting  himself  to  his  classes  and  his  daily  duties 
with  conscientious  and  faithful  as- 
siduity, grounding  himself  thor- 
oughly in  the  principles  and  details 
of  the  language,  seeking  to  under- 
stand its  mechanism  and  the  inner 
life  which  moulds  its  structure  .... 
finding  a  special  delight  in  seeing 
how  thought  had  incarnated  itself 
in  words  and  sentences  ....  and  he 
has  remarked  to  me  that  the  pleas- 
ure I  found  in  the  literature  of  the 
Latin  as  a  literature,  he  largely 
found  in  the  peculiarities  and  idioms 
through  which  thought  uttered  itself 
in  that  language,  thus  making  the 
language  in  fact  a  study  in  psy- 
chology." 

Dr.  Richard  Mcllwaine,  who 
knew  Professor  Blair  intimately, 
states  that  as  a  scholar  he  stood  in 
the  front  rank,  and  was  several  times 
called  to  take  up  work  with  insti- 
tutions of  larger  endowment  and 
wider  reputation  than  Hampden- 
Sydney.  It  was  due  largely  to  Pro- 
fessor Blair  and  Professor  Gilder- 
sleeve  that  the  Roman  Method  of 
pronunciation  of  the  Latin  was 
I  introduced  in  the  South.  Professor 
Blair  was  the  author  of  a  book  on  "Pronunciation  of 
Latin,"  which  caused  him  to  be  recognized  as  one  of  the 
first  Latin  scholars  in  this  country,  and  justly  made  for 
him  a  great  reputation  in  academic  circles. 

In  addition  to  receiving  the  degrees  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  Master  of  Arts  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Professor 
Blair  received  the  honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Literature 
(Litt.  D.)   from  Washington  and  Lee. 

On  April  27,  1874,  Professor  Blair  married  Miss 
Ellen  Donnell  Smith  of  Baltimore.  A  daughter.  Miss 
Ellen  Blair,  resides  in  Richmond  and  is  well  known  for 
her  Christian  activities. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  under  the  tuition  of 
Dr.  Blair  during  the  four  years  of  my  college  life,  from 
1882  to  1886.  At  that  time  classes  additional  to  those 
necessary  for  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  were  given, 
looking  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Literature.  I  was 
not  an  applicant  for  the  latter  degree,  but  so  greatly 
was  I  interested  in  the  study  of  Latin  that  I  took  all  of 
the  classes  for  both  degrees.  My  experience  as  a  student 
under  Dr.  Blair  proved  to  me  his  great  thoroughness  as  a 
scholar  and  teacher.  He  was  exact  to  the  last  degree 
and    he    would    not    tolerate    half-way    work.  He    never 


His  friend  and  classmate,  Dr.  E.  H.  Harding,  says  of        scolded;  I  never  knew  him  to  lift  his  voice  in  making  a 
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reproof,  for  a  more  perfect  gentleman  never  lived;  but 
the  student  who  tried  to  camouflage  under  him  rarely 
tried  it  more  than  once.  Laziness  was  uncomfortable 
in  his  presence. 

He  was  fond  of  a  good  laugh  and  lie  was  thoroughly 
appreciative  of  a  bit  of  wit  or  humor.  I  remember  on 
one  occasion  that  one  of  my  classmates,  A.  J.  McKelway — 
who  was  by  long  odds  the  best  Latin  scholar  in  the  class — 
was  called  on  to  give  the  rule  in  reference  to  verbs  ex- 
pressing need,  lack,  etc.  Professor  Blair  became  suspicious 
that  McKelway  had  not  prepared  himself  and  that  there 
was  a  "lack"  of  knowledge  in  this  case,  so  when  McKelway 
quoted  the  rule  correctly,  Professor  Blair  tried  to  pin  him 
by  asking  for  an  example.  McKelway  drew  from  his 
pocket  a  one-cent  piece,  placed  it  on  the  end  of  his  finger, 
held  it  out  and  said,  '  Egeo  pecuniae — I  am  in  need  of 
money."  A  broad  smile  came  on  Professor  Blair's  face, 
the  class  roared  with  laughter,  and  the  professor  opened 
his   class  book  and  gave  McKelway  a  perfect  mark. 

His  lovely  home  is  a  precious  memory  among  those 
who  were  fortunate  enough  to  enter  it  and  to  meet  his 
family.  Dr.  Hooper  speaks  of  "his  artistic  home,  which 
elegant  taste  has  set  amid  foliage  and  flowers,  and  en- 
riched with  books  whose  very  titles  are  riddles  to  all  but 
continental    scholars."     But    his    home    was    more    than 


artistic.  Presided  over  by  Mrs.  and  Miss  Blair,  it  was 
a  center  of  rare  culture  and  refinement,  and  of  perfect 
charm  and  delightful  hospitality;  and  his  library  contained 
far  more  than  Latin  and  German  titles,  for  he  was  a 
catholic    reader    and    student. 

I  never  knew  one  who  could  rebuke  more  gently, 
but  more  efl^ectively.  I  remember  that  after  an  exami- 
nation I  found  that  I  lacked  one-tenth  of  receiving  a 
distinction. 

I  was  so  much  disturbed  at  the  failure  to  receive  the 
additional  point  that,  with  considerable  trepidation,  I 
called  on  Professor  Blair  at  his  home  and  asked  him 
whether  he  would  be  kind  enough  to  go  over  my  papers 
again  and  see  whether  by  any  possible  chance  I  might 
be  entitled  to  that  one-tenth.  He  looked  at  me  a  moment 
and  then  remarked  quietly,  "Well,  Mr.  Eggleston,  if 
you  would  exert  yourself  a  little  more  in  your  Latin 
studies,  I  might  exert  myself  a  little  more  in  trying  to 
find  that  one-tenth;"  and  then  the  mere  shadow  of  a 
smile  appeared,  and  all  I  could  do  was  to  sit  there  and 
grin.  He  had  me  so  completely  boxed  that  I  had  nothing 
further  to  say. 

All  of  his  students  had  great  respect  and  admiration 
for  him;  but  those  who  were  privileged  to  know  him,  not 
only  as  a  teacher  but  as  a  man,  loved  him.

Editorial  Comment 


"ONE  OF  THE  FEW   GREAT   COLLEGES  OF  THE  LAND" 

TRIBUTES  to  Hampden-Sydney  are  always  welcome 
to  Alumni  and  friends  and  when  these  tributes  come 
from  those  who  have  no  connection  with  the  College, 
they  are  the  more  appreciated. 

Dr.  Milton  W.  Brown,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  a  graduate  of  a  West- 
ern University,  who  is  Traveling 
Secretary  for  one  of  the  College 
Fraternities  which  has  a  Chapter  at 
Hampden-Sydney  and  whose  work 
calls  him  to  visit  some  thirty  of  the 
leading  Colleges  and  Universities  of 
the  Country  from  the  Atlantic  to 
the  Pacific  and  from  the  Canadian 
Border  to  Texas,  has  paid  several 
visits  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  line 
with  his  duty  of  inspecting  different 
Chapters  of  his  fraternity.  He  was 
at  Hampden-Sydney  again  last  fall. 
In  an  article  in  his  fraternity 
quarterly  for  April,  he  has  some  very 
complimentary  things  to  say  about 
the  College. 

"Funds,"  he  says,  "come  to  this 
great  and  famous  little  College  in 
pathetic  dribbles.  A  campaign  for  a 
million  of  new  endowment  seems  to 
have  been  mishandled;  it  certainly 
has  not  reached  this  tiny  goal." 

Evidently,  he  does  not  desire  to 
see  Hampden-Sydney  a  large  and 
wealthy  institution,  "For,"  he  adds, 
"it  might  rob  it  of  its  indescribable 
charm.  *  *  *  If  I  had  a  boy  to  send 

to  College,  I  would  try  to  induce  him  to  go  to  Hampden- 
Sydney.  I  might  fail,  but  I  would  surely  try  just  that. 
If  we  judge  a  College  by  its  output  rather  than  by  its 
intake,  we  must  rate  Hampden-Sydney  as  one  of  the  few 
great  Colleges  of  the  land.  *  *  *  Just  between  ourselves, 
there  is  a  fearful  lot  of  bull  and  balderdash  in  our  current 
educational  set-up.  The  actual  essentials  in  education  are 
amazingh'  few  and  simple.  Hampden-Sydney  has  some  of 
the  very  great  essentials  in  abundance.  *  *  *  Who  would 
exchange  our  Chapter  at  Hampden-Sydney  for  a  Chapter 
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at  the  University  of  Chicago.?  It  can  be  done  only  over 
my  dead  body." 

When  one  recalls  that  this  comes  from  a  man  who  has 
had  wide  opportunity  to  familiarize  himself  with  our 
leading  educational  institutions,  a  man  who  finished  his 
College  days  more  than  35  years  ago,  a  graduate  of  a 
large  Western  University,  and  pub- 
lished in  a  private  organ  intended 
for  circulation  chiefiy  among  the 
members  of  his  fraternity,  it  will  be 
seen  that  it  was  not  done  for  the 
purpose  of  advertising  Hampden- 
Sj-dney,  and  is  therefore  all  the  more 
\aluable  as  a  tribute.

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John  C.  Grier,  Jr.,  Esq.— A  Sketch

IT  has  been  well  said  that  the  only  reason  men  come  out 
of  Colleges  is  because  men  go  into  them;  which  put  in 
another  way  simply  means  that  unless  the  boy  who  enters 
College  has  the  material  in  him,  the  College  can  accomplish 
little  for  him.  At  the  same  time,  the  educational  institution 
to  which  a  boy  goes  is  entitled  to  some  credit  in  his 
achievements  in  after  life,  in  so  far  as  it  gave  him  an 
opportunity  to  develop  that  with  which  he  was  endowed 
by  nature.  Always,  however,  the  chief  credit  for  success 
goes  to  the  man  and  not  to  the  College,  the  College  being 
more  or  less  an  incident  in  his  life. 

John  C.  Grier,  of  Detroit,  Michigan,  the  subject  of 
this  sketch,  was  a  member  of  the  Class  of  191 1,  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  1907.  Conditions  at  home 
necessitated  his  leaving  College  before  the  end  of  the  first 
session  and  he  was  unable  to  re-enter  the  next  year  and 
complete  his  course.  In  that  short  time,  however,  he  made 
a  place  for  himself  among  his  fellow-students,  with  the 
Faculty,  and  with  the  institution  at  large  and  it  is  to  the 
honor  of  the  College  that  his  student  days  there,  brief 
though  they  were,  caused  him  to  have  a  high  regard  for 
it,  which  he  has  never  lost.  He  was  born  at  Dubois, 
Pennsylvania,  October  12,  1887,  the  son  of  George  Edward 
Grier  and  Veronica  Weber  Grier. 

After  leaving  College,  he  immediately  engaged  in 
business  with  Grier  Brothers,  in  Pittsburgh.  Subse- 
quently, he  was  connected  with  Keane,  Higbie  and 
Company,  Detroit,  and  opened  for  them  their  New  York 
offices  at  120  Broadway,  New  York  City.  He  had  a 
natural  talent  for  the  field  of  finance  and  his  advancement 
and  success  were  rapid.  He  is  now  President  of  the 
Guardian  Detroit  Company  and  organized  the  National 
Investors  Company  in  1927  and  is  the  Chairman  of  its 
Executive  Committee.  The  Guardian  Detroit  ranks  as 
one  of  the  one  hundred  largest  banking  institutions  in  the 
United  States.  He  is  a  director  in  thirty-five  industrial 
and  transportation  companies  and  heads  the  Michigan 
group  of  investment  bankers.  Keane,  Higbie  and  Com- 
pany, the  company  with  which  he  went  to  work  after  he 
returned  from  the  Army,  is  now  owned  by  the  Company 
of  which  he  is  President. 

To  indicate  the  magnitude  of  the  business  in  which  he 
plays  such  an  important  part,  it  might  be  mentioned  that 
the  National  Investors  Company  has  invested  capital 
of  $60,000,000.00  and  the  Guardian  group,  of  which 
he  was  one  of  the  incorporators  has  assets  of  over 
$550,000,000.00. 

When  the  World  War  laid  its  hand  on  the  United 
States  and  drew  it  into  the  conflict,  young  Grier  promptl}' 
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enlisted  as  a  private  in  the  United  States  Army  and  rose 
to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  in  the  Air  Service.  Prior  to  that 
time,  on  December  19,  191 1,  he  married  Miss  Lucy  Johns 
and  they  now  have  three  children,  Betty  Weber,  Alary 
Ann  and  John  C.  Grier,  III. 

When  the  date  of  his  birth  is  recalled,  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  he  is  now  just  over  forty  and  it  will  be  seen 
at  once  that  his  rise  has  been  phenomenal;  in  fact,  amazing 
in  its  rapidity.  While  his  business  naturally  requires  a 
great  deal  of  his  time,  he  takes  his  proper  place  in  the 
social  world.  At  Hampden-Sydney,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity.  He  is  now  a  member  of  a 
great  number  of  clubs,  among  them  being  the  Detroit 
Club,  the  Recess  Club,  the  Grosse  Point  Country  Club, 
the  Grosse  Point  Yacht  Club,  the  Bloomfield  Open  Hunt 
Club,  the  Bankers  Club,  of  Detroit,  the  Bankers  Club, 
of  New  York,  and  the  Chicago  Club,  of  Chicago.  He  is 
also  a  3 2d  degree  Mason. 

Mr.  Grier  has  withal  a  most  attractive  personality, 
which  is  always  essential,  regardless  of  one's  ability,  to  real 
success  and  achievement.  Some  of  those  who  attended 
Home-Coming  Day  at  Hampden-Sydney  last  October 
will  recall  with  pleasure  meeting  Mr.  and  Airs.  Grier,  who 
drove  from  Detroit  along  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cumming, 
Dr.  Cumming  also  being  an  Alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney.

Valuable  Gift  to  the  Library 

Miss  Adelia  Bird  Laycock,  of  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  Chairman  for 
the  Louisiana  Division,  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy,  of  the 
Committee  for  Placing  Southern  Literature  in  Home  and  Foreign  Libra- 
ries, has  recently  presented  the  College  Library  with  a  set  of  Confederate 
Records,  four  large  volumes  containing  the  name,  company  and  military 
service  of  all  Confederate  Soldiers  who  enlisted,  died,  or  were  mustered 
out,  in  the  State  of  Louisiana.  The  records  are  official  and  the  most  com- 
plete it  was  possible  to  secure.  They  contain  the  names  of  thousands  of 
soldiers  from  other  states,  and  so  are  of  wide  interest  and  value.  Only 
eight  hundred  and  fifty  sets  were  printed  and  there  will  be  only  one  other 
set  in  Virginia — in  the  Library  of  the  Confederate  Memorial  Institute,

showed,  and  has  continued  to  show,  that  he  is  a  gentleman  of  marked 
personality — a  scholar  of  remarkable  versatility,  a  great  teacher,  faithful 
in  the  discharge  of  every  duty,  bringing  to  each  task  a  rare  fund  of  good 
sense,  of  poise,  and  of  high  purpose. 

Through  these  nearly  forty  years  he  has  impressed  himself  deeply  and 
permanently  upon  the  academic  life  of  this  College.  In  the  many  and 
diverse  duties  and  tasks,  which  he  has  faced  frankly,  fearlessly,  honestly 
and  willingh',  what  has  he  touched  that  he  has  not  improved? 

In  view  of  such  eminent  services  to  Hampden-Sydney,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  on  yesterday  by  unanimous  vote  named  the  Science  Building 
"The  J.  H.  C.  Bagby  Science  Hall." 


It  takes  no  prophet  to  foretell  that  in  the  not-distant  future  the  scores 
of  alumni  who  have  had  the  privilege  of  being  under  him,  and  whose 
admiration  for  him  is  so  evident,  will  place  in  Bagby  Hall  a  bronze 
tablet  in  honor  of  this  gentleman,  scholar  and  teacher. 

Three  Generations 

In  1855  Abner  Crump  Hopkins  graduated  at  Hampden-Sydney  with 
the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  became  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  was 
a  chaplain  in  the  Confederate  States  Army,  and  was  for  many  years  a 
trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

In  1888  Abner  Crump  Hopkins,  Jr.,  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  and  became  a  minister  of 
the  gospel.  He  is  now  pastor  at  Charlotte  Court  House,  Virginia,  beloved 
by  all  who  know  him. 

On  June  II,  1930,  Abner  Crump  Hopkins,  III,  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  He  gives  promise 
of  living  up  to  an  inheritance  that  is  most  precious. 

Three   Recent   Books   by    Hampden- 
Sydney  Men 

Hampden-Sydney  men  are  writing  books.  In  our  last  issue  we  noticed 
the  valuable  contributions  of  Dr.  H.  I.  Brock,  '95,  of  New  York  and 
of  Dr.  VV.  H.  T.  Squires,  '95,  of  Norfolk.  Since  then,  we  have  received 
a  copy  of  "The  Daughter  of  the  Blood"  by  Herbert  B.  Hawes,  '92,  of 
Spout  Spring,  Virginia,  and  have  sent  for  a  copy  of  "The  Song  of  Her- 
cules and  other  Poems"  by  Leigh  B.  Hanes,  '16,  of  Roanoke.  "Crime 
and  Cure"  by  Rev.  E.  T.  Wellford,  D.  D.,  '91,  has  come  from  the  press. 
We  congratulate  these  gentlemen  and  express  the  hope  that  all  of  these 
books  will  be  widely  read  by  their  fellow  Alumni. 

Mr.  Hawes  is  a  nephew  of  Marion  Harland  and  thus  a  first  cousin  to 
Albert  Payson  Terhune.  "The  Daughter  of  the  Blood"  is  his  first  ven- 
ture into  the  realm  of  fiction,  though  he  is  well  known  as  a  writer  on 
legal  subjects.  This  book  shows  wide  knowledge  of  the  history  of  early 
colonization  in  .America  and  of  the  traits  and  habits  of  the  .American 
Indians.  The  volume,  published  by  the  Four  Seas  Company  of  Boston, 
consists  of  427  pages,  including  a  scholarly  preface  which  gives  the 
historical  and  ethnological  setting  and  contains  quotations  from  the 
early  writers  and  references  to  the  sources. 

The  story  deals  with  the  attempts  of  Raleigh  and  others  to  found  a 
settkment  on  Roanoke  Island;  the  heroine,  Nonya,  "The  Daughter  of 
the  Blood,"  is  supposed  to  be  Virginia  Dare — the  first  English  child 
born  in  America — who,  for  the  purpose  of  this  interesting  tale,  was  not 
lost,  as  were  the  other  ill-fated  colonists,  but  was  reared  and  trained  by 
Skah,  "The  White  One,  The  Avenger,  The  Protector,"  and  as  a  pure 
and  beautiful  creature  of  the  wilderness  wielded  a  potent  influence  over 
the  savages  around  her. 

The  hero  is  Skah  and  he  is  a  hero  indeed,  if  mastery  of  self,  obedience 
to  the  voice  of  conscience,  and  faithfulness  to  a  trust  entitle  one  to 
admiration.  He  is,  withal,  a  man  of  magnificent  physique  and  iron 
nerve,  whose  skill,  strength  and  endurance  often  stand  him  in  good 
stead.  When  we  learn  that  he  is  of  the  line  of  the  Grenvilles  we  easily 
understand  some  of  the  sources  of  his  power. 

Of  course,  John  Smith,  John  Rolfe,  Powhatan  and  Pocahontas  find  a 
place  in  the  story.  The  author  understands  and  protrays  conditions  at 
Jamestown  as  they  were — not  as  we  wish  they  had  been.  In  short,  the 
author  has  mastered  his  subject  thoroughly;  his  Indians  stand  out  with 
the  distinctness  of  Cooper's  Chingachgook  and  Uncas;  the  characters 
of  Nonya  and  Skah  are  consistently  drawn  and  well  sustained.  Mr. 
Hawes  has  read  widely,  has  thought  deeply  on  the  real  problems  of  life, 
has  grasped  firmly  the  essential  purposes  of  man's  existence,  and  has 
woven  his  findings  into  an  interesting  tale  of  "Ye  Olden  Time,"  happy 
in  conception  and  brilliant  in  execution.  Above  all,  the  book  is  clean, 
free  from  all  taint  of  impurity  in  the  thoughts  and  lives  of  hero  and 
heroine.  Competent  critics  have  made  statements  like  the  following: 
"The  most  intensely  interesting  story  I  have  read  in  many  years." 
"Has  great  literary  merit  and  shows  profound  study  of  Virginia  History." 
".'\  literary  production  of  enduring  merit." 

We  hope  to  publish  a  brief  revievv  of  "The  Song  of  Hercules"  in  a 
later  issue.

Letters  were  received  from  E.  W.  Link,  A.  A.  Little,  J.  R.  Morton, 
Robert  Thatcher,  and  C.  B.  Woods,  while  C.  B.Wallace  sent  a  telegram 
of  regret  that  he  could  not  be  present.  "We  shall  not  meet  again  on 
earth,  but  we  shall  not  forget."

Necrology 


William  Thomas  Mann,  1872,  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
Fraternity,  died  at  Sterling,  Texas  in  1903.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Colorado  County,  Texas.  His  widow 
lives  at  Big  Spring,  Texas,  as  reported  by  a  correspondent. 

John  Green,  1881,  died  at  Culdesac,  Idaho,  March  3,  1930.  He  was 
born  in  Wythe  County,  Virginia,  September  30,  i860;  read  law  in  the 
office  of  his  grandfather.  Judge  .'\.  S.  Fulton;  went  west  in  1893  and 
practiced  Law  in  Washington  and  Idaho.  His  wife  was  Miss  .\my  .Mice 
Russell,  of  Lewiston,  Idaho;  she  survives  him.  with  two  sons  and  five 
daughters.  The  students  of  the  late  seventies  well  remember  the  big, 
upstanding  fellow  from  the  "Southwest;"  for  he  was  a  marked  man  in 
College  as  well  as  in  the  battle  of  life,  which  he  fought  so  well. 


C.  Frank  Hoffman,  B.  A.,  1926;  B.  D.,  Union  Theological  Seminary' 
1929,  was  drowned  near  Lexington,  Virginia,  May  8,  1930.  For  the 
past  year  he  has  been  working  with  the  students  of  Washington  and  Lee 
University  and  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  as  student  pastor  of 
the  Lexington  Presbyterian  Church.  He  was  a  choice  young  man  and 
one,  apparently,  before  whom  opened  up  a  wide  field  of  usefulness. 

Rev.  .Monzo  N.  Lambert,  A.  B.,  1891,  died  at  Lester,  Missouri, 
March  6,  1930,  leaving  a  widow,  Mrs.  Nettie  Lambert.

D.  degree  from  the  Central  Univer- 
sity of  Indiana  in  191 1,  and  the  D.  D.  degree  from  Austin  College,  Texas, 
in  1924.  .At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was  Superintendent  of  Home 
Missions  and  Evangelism  of  Brazos  Presbytery.  His  second  wife,  who 
was  Miss  Ellen  V.  Packard,  of  Oklahoma,  survives  him. 

Mrs.  Asa  Dupuy  Dickinson,  after  being  paralyzed,  died  in  Fort 
Worth,  Texas,  February  9,  1930.  Before  her  marriage  she  was  Miss 
Ella  Duncan  of  near  Dallas.  Air.  Dickinson,  her  husband,  member  of 
the  Class  of  1877,  was  the  son  of  Judge  A.  D.  Dickinson,  long  a  trustee 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 


HENRY  WYSOR  NAFF,  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  1876 

(Information  furnished  by  Dr.  James  L.  Kent) 

"The  following  resolutions  were  adopted  at  the  Memorial  Meeting 
held  at  Monteagle,  Tennessee,  5:00  P.  M.  Monday,  August  21,  1899: 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  life,  character  and  services 
of  Henry  W.  Naff,  as  a  teacher,  as  a  scholar,  as  a  man,  and  as  a  worker 
for  the  spiritual  uplifting  of  humanity. 
.\s  a  teacher: 

To  study  under  him  was  to  learn  to  love  him.  He  had  a  keen,  clear, 
spiritual  insight  into  nature  and  literature,  lifting  the  veil  of  the  material 
world  and  showing  the  eternal  truth  beneath. 

His  interpretation  of  literature  was  clear  and  accurate,  colored  with 
the  exquisite  beauty  of  his  own  character,  like  music  rendered  on  a  fine 
instrument. 
.-\s  a  man: 

He  was  simple,  pure,  upright,  brave,  gentle  and  kind. 

He  looked  the  world  in  the  face  with  clear,  honest  eyes,  ready  to 
bear  any  fate  with  fortitude. 

He  had  a  deeply  religious  nature  and  being  pure  in  heart  saw  God  in 
all  things.  He  was  essentially  a  poet  and  always  saw  the  beauty  and 
truth  in  nature. 

He  was  a  most  loyal  friend  and  his  faith  and  power  of  affection  were 
unbounded. 

Mr.  Naff  was  a  profound  scholar  and  his  learning  in  the  field  of 
letters  was  broad  and  deep;  and  though  cut  off  in  the  prime  of  life  he  had 
already  secured  a  well-deserved  and  wide  reputation  for  his  study, 
research  and  his  interpretation  of  Shakespeare  and  Browning.  In  his 
death  we  feel  we  have  lost  a  friend  and  spiritual  leader.  His  place  in  our 
hearts  will  never  be  filled — his  classroom  never  be  taught  by  a  more 
worthy  or  a  more  beloved  teacher. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  the  bereaved  wife  and  family  our  sincere 
sympathy  in  this  time  of  sorrow,  with  the  prayer  that  the  Lord  may 
sustain  and  strengthen." 

Note — The  above  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  concourse  of  friends 
at  Monteagle  Summer  School,  where  Professor  Naff  had  been  a  member 
of  the  faculty  for  five  years. 

At  the  same  time  he  held  the  chair  of  English  at  Southwestern  Uni- 
versity. 

He  was  born  in  Pulaski  County,  Virginia,  in  1856,  graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta 
Fraternity,  in  1876,  after  which  he  taught  English  and  Greek  in  King 
College  for  several  years. 

He  left  the  profession  of  teaching  for  a  few  years  and  engaged  in 
business,  but  his  love  for  the  literary  life  soon  took  him  back  to  teaching, 
in  which  he  was  most  successful  and  left  uplifting  impressions  on  all 
who  came  in  contact  with  him. 
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Union-Philanthropic  Literary 
Society  Celebration

THE  old-time  Commencements  at  Hampden-Sydney 
were  not  complete  without  the  reverberating 
oratory  of  the  Literary  Societies.  In  former  years  the 
two  Societies  held  forth  on  two  successive  nights  and 
from  senior  orators  to  marshalls  displayed  their  rival 
prodigies.  For  the  past  five  or  si.x  years,  the  annual 
forensic  battle  for  the  Halsey  trophy  has  been  staged 
by  the  Societies  for  Commencement  delectation.  This 
year  returning  Alumni  were  disconsolate  to  find  the  old 
rivalry  of  the  "Unions"  and  "Phips"  a  haunting  memory 
of  bygone  days.  Knowing  of  the  "degenerate"  merger 
and  charitably  expecting  little,  they  were,  however, 
agreeably  surprised  to  find  Commencement  oratory  not 
entirely  defunct.  On  the  eve  of  the  graduation  exercises, 
some  hundred  and  fifty  Alumni  and  visitors,  gathered 
in   College   Church,   were   regaled   as   follows: 

Mr.  Edwin  W.  Simpson,  '33,  6f  Urun-Islampur, 
India,  gave  a  creditable  performance  with  his  Johns 
Medal  oration  on  "The  Power  of  the  Heart."  This 
handsome  medal  was  generously  given  to  the  new  joint 
Literary  Society  this  year  by  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns,  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  and  was  awarded  for  the  best  public 
speech  or  oration  won  in  contest  and  open  to  all  active 
members  of  the  Society.  This  was  followed  by  a  lively 
debate  between  the  Literary  Society  and  the  College 
on  the  subject:  Resolved  that  the  Nations  of  the  World 
should  adopt  a  plan  of  Complete  Disarmament,  except  for 
such  forces  as  are  needed  for  police  protection.  Utopian 
as  this  question  may  seem,  it  has  been  the  most  popular 
topic  of  countrywide  intercollegiate  debating  during  the 
past  session  and  shows  how  the  collegiate  wind  is  blowing. 
The  affirmative  of  this  debate  was  ably  upheld  by  Messrs. 
Plummet  F.  Jones,  Jr.,  and  Crawford  H.  Carson,  rep- 
resenting the  College  at  large,  and  the  negative  by 
Messrs.  Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  and  J.  Gray  McAllister,  Jr., 
who  argued  with  no  less  skill  and  fervor  on  behalf  of 
the  Union-Philanthropic  Literary  Society.  All  four  are 
experienced  intercollegiate  debaters  and  gave  a  good 
account  of  themselves.  It  was  argued  in  turn,  with 
spirit  and  eloquence,  that  disarmament  by  the  nations 
is  intensely  desirable,  practicable  and  the  only  sure 
means  to  world  peace;  on  the  other  hand,  that  disarma- 
ment would  be  impractical,  dangerous,  visionary  and 
impossible  to  enforce.  This  verbal  war  to  end  war  was 
redoubled  in  the  cross-fire  of  rebuttal  and  the  much 
exhorted  audience  left  in  profound  suspense.  This  was 
relieved  shortly  by  the  Judges:  Dr.  H.  Tucker  Graham, 
Dr.  R.  B.  Woodworth  and  the  Rev.  J.  E.  Cook,  who 
after  consultation  rendered  their  decision  in  favor  of  the 
Negative.  This  closely  contested  victory  for  the  Literary 
Society  not  only  supports  the  adage  that  union  is  strength 
but  gave  the  assembled  "LJnions"  and  "Phips"  their 
first  chance  of  mutual  felicitation. 

Exquisite  violin  music  was  rendered  by  Miss  Mary 
Louise  Sartelle  and  Mr.  Joe  Perry,  and  Miss  Florence 
Cralle  brought  the  evening  to  a  climax  with  a  beautiful 
soprano  solo.  These  charms  of  voice  and  melody  furnished 
relief  from  the  heavier  dispensations  of  wisdom.  The 
celebration  came  to  a  close  with  the  awards.  Dr.  Lewis 
Holladay,  in  a  few  choice  words,  presented  the  Frank  S. 
Johns   Medal   to  Mr.   Simpson  and  Dr.  J.   B.   Bittinger, 


with  his  usual  delightful  humor,  presented  the  Alexander 
Medal  for  greatest  service  to  the  College  by  a  student 
from  the  Valley  of  Virginia  to  Mr.  Campbell  Pancake,  Jr., 
of  Staunton.  Much  distinction  was  added  to  the  occasion 
by  the  graceful  presiding  of  Dr.  J.  E.  Hemphill,  esteemed 
member  of  our  Board  of  Trustees.

Forensics

THE  session  whose  verbal  echoes  are  fading  into 
Summer  oblivion  opened  with  a  handicap  last 
fall,  owing  to  the  loss  by  graduation  of  five  experienced 
debaters.  The  six  new  men  picked  by  tryout,  however, 
developed  rapidly  and  stood  their  baptism  of  fire  on  the 
intercollegiate  rostrum  almost  like  veterans.  In  fact, 
they  won  as  many  debates  as  the  real  veterans  of  the 
squad.  The  Tiger  debaters  this  year  engaged  in  the 
ominous  number  of  thirteen  debates,  addressed  a  total 
of  about  twelve  hundred  of  the  long-sufl^ering  public  in 
six  states  and  traveled,  chiefly  by  the  "rubber  route," 
a  sum  total  of  2,750  miles.  During  this  peripatetic  process, 
the  eleven  men  of  the  "varsity  squad"  went  over  the  top 
vocally  in  an  average  of  2.3  debates  each.  Only  three 
debates  were  held  on  the  home  floor.  The  Hampden- 
Sydney  teams  won  judges'  decisions  from  Randolph- 
Macon  Men's  College,  Lynchburg  College,  Bridgewater 
College,  Radford  Teachers'  College,  Randolph-Macon 
Woman's  College  and  Furman  LIniversity.  They  lost 
to  Johns  Hopkins  LIniversity,  Agnes  Scott  College, 
Roanoke,  Lynchburg,  Radford  and  Wake  Forest  Colleges. 
They  thus  won  six  and  lost  six,  one  of  the  latter  being  a 
dual  which  accounts  for  the  unlucky  thirteenth.  In  the 
period  of  the  last  six  years,  during  which  debating  has 
become  a  regular  sport  with  faculty  coach,  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  won  38  out  of  the  63  debates  or  60.3%. 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  this  year  is  a  little  below  average 
in  tangible  success. 

Several  notable  features  have  marked  out  the  season 
just  ended.  One  is  the  large  distance  covered  and  the 
wide  geographical  area  taken  in.  The  chief  item  in  this 
was  the  Southern  trip,  on  which  four  debaters,  manager 
and  coach  traveled  1,250  miles  in  four  days.  On  one 
occasion  a  debate  was  won  after  the  team  contending 
had  traveled  400  miles  by  car  the  same  day.  Another 
point  is  the  size  of  the  institutions  encountered,  six  out 
of  the  ten  having  500-1,000  students  to  pick  from. 
Similar  ratios  are  shared  by  our  other  sports.  Still  another 
feature  of  the  season  was  the  variety  of  subjects  discussed. 
Our  Tiger  dialecticians  expounded  in  turn  the  following 
knotty  questions:  High  Protective  Tariff  and  World 
Peace,  the  Briand  Proposal  for  an  Economic  United 
States  of  Europe,  Naval  Disarmament,  General  Dis- 
armament and  the  Installment  Plan  of  BuT,'ing  Personal 
Property.  A  debate  was  also  prepared  in  favor  of  the 
Honor  System  but  not  given,  because  the  disputant 
college  withdrew.  It  appears  that  the  disarmament 
issue  is  one-sided,  since  our  negatives  won  five  times  and 
our  affirmatives  not  at  all.  Judges  are  apt  to  share  public 
sentiment  about  preparedness  and  to  be  unable  to  separate 
the  merits  of  the  question  from  the  merits  of  the  debate. 
The  fact  that  some  of  our  best  teams  were  put  on  the 
affirmative  strengthens  this  conclusion.  Another  feature 
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of  the  season  was  the  use  of  the  Single  Critic  Judge 
System  in  three  debates,  which  was  found  satisfactory. 
Although  it  places  much  power  in  one  man's  hands,  the 
criticisms  offered  by  a  competent  Critic  Judge  are  very 
helpful.  In  general,  our  policy  has  been  to  encourage 
independence  and  originality  on  the  part  of  the  debaters, 
to  insist  upon  extemporaneous,  straight-from-the-shoulder 
rebuttal  and  to  foster  that  type  of  forensic  sportsmanship 
which  places  truth  before  special  pleading  and  joy  in 
argument  before  victory. 

The  Debate  Council  Award  to  the  best  intercollegiate 
debater  of  the  year  was  this  year,  owing  to  a  tie,  conferred 
upon  two  debaters  of  equal  merit  in  the  Senior  Class; 
namely,  Crawford  H.  Carson,  of  Vera,  Virginia,  and  J. 
Gray  AIcAllister,  Jr.,  of  Richmond,  Virginia.  Both  of 
these  men  have  distinguished  themselves  on  man\- 
intercollegiate  platforms  and  brought  honor  to  their 
Alma  Mater  by  effective  argument  on  public  issues. 
Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  outstanding  work 
of  Macon  Reed,  Jr.,  '31,  who,  although  in  his  first  year 
of  debating,  showed  unusual  development  and  won  all 
his  debates.  Others  on  the  Debate  Squad,  all  of  whom 
rendered  good  service,  were:  Plummer  F.  Jones,  Jr., 
Winston  Bloch,  William  Allen  Johns,  James  W.  Gordon, 
Beverley  Farrar,  Charles  Alden  Barrell,  Edwin  L.  Kendig, 
Jr.,  and  Stewart  Bell,  Jr.  Of  these  we  regret  the  loss  of 
Carson,  McAllister,  and  Johns  by  graduation.  Their 
forensic  talents  will  be  deeply  missed.  But  the  professions 
of  law,  teaching  and  medicine  will  be  the  gainers. 


Jonaleurs  in  1929-30

The  Jongleurs,  the  second  oldest  Dramatic  Club  in 
the  South  has  had  a  most  successful  season  this  year. 
In  line  with  the  object  of  the  Club,  which  is  to  promote 
love  of  drama  in  all  its  forms  and  histrionic  ability  among 
the  students,  the  Club  has  presented  two  plays  during 
the  school  year. 

The  fall  play,  "What  every  Woman  Knows,"  by 
Barrie  was  presented  in  conjunction  with  the  State 
Teachers'  College  Dramatic  Club  and  was  a  grand  success. 
It  was  presented  before  large  audiences  in  the  S.  T.  C. 
Auditorium  in  Farmville  and  at  Culpeper,  Virginia, 
being  highly  acclaimed  in  both  presentations.  The 
leading  roles  were  taken  by  Mr.  Joe  Perry  and  Miss 
\Iary  Ellen  Cato,  who  made  beautiful  performances. 
Mr.  Perry,  as  John  Shand,  was  the  young,  earnest,  brilliant 
but  poor  Scotchman  who  sneaked  into  the  Library  of 
the  Wylies,  a  newly  rich  family,  twice  a  week  to  study 
their  books  at  night.  Being  caught  one  night,  the  Wylies 
proposed  to  send  him  through  school  if,  when  he  finished, 
he  would  marry  Maggie  Wylie  (Miss  Cato)  if  she  so 
desired.  He  accepted  and,  though  the  time  was  extended, 
he  married  her  after  receiving  his  degree.  Being  politically 
ambitious,  he  ran  for  Parliament  and  won,  Maggie  all 
the  time  being  his  inspiration  in  that  she  would  revise 
his  speeches  and  make  them  more  entertaining.  John, 
however,  was  attracted  to  the  daughter  of  a  rich  and 
influential  family,  and  left  Maggie,  but  soon  discovered 
his  mistake  and  found  that  he  loved  her  after  all. 

The  spring  play  presented  by  the  Jongleurs  was 
"Captain  Applejack"  by  Walter  Hackett,  which  was  a 


mystery  adventure  in  three  acts.  This  was  presented 
in  Farmville,  Harrisonburg,  Petersburg,  Blackstone, 
and  Culpeper  before  most  appreciative  audiences.  A 
feature  of  "Captain  Applejack"  was  the  female  im- 
personations, the  lead  of  which  was  taken  by  Mr.  Philip 
Ropp  as  Madame  Valeska.  The  part  of  Ambrose  Apple- 
john  was  taken  by  Mr.  Louis  Miller  who,  as  a  young 
Englishman,  was  bored  with  country  life  and  decided 
to  sell  his  home  to  go  in  search  of  adventure.  However, 
he  did  not  have  to  leave  to  find  it,  as  action,  and  plenty 
of  it,  was  created  around  the  finding  of  a  parchment  in 
a  secret  cupboard  telling  of  the  hidden  treasure  of  an 
ancestor  of  the  family  who  had  been  a  pirate. 

The  Jongleurs  have  created  a  reputation  for  fine 
performances  as  is  indicated  by  the  number  of  engage- 
ments secured  this  spring,  and  it  is  hoped  that  audiences 
over  the  State  will  continue  to  appreciate  the  presenta- 
tions of  these  players. 


Report  of  the  President 

To  the  General  Alumni  Association  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College 

As  President  of  the  Association,  I  respectfully  submit 
my  report  as  follows: 

I  must  plead  a  failure  to  have  rendered  the  service 
which  you  might  have  expected  of  me  and  which  I  would 
have  liked  to  render,  but  the  exigences  of  the  past  year 
have  put  an  unusual  demand  on  all  of  us  to  provide  the 
support  for  those  peculiarlarly  dependent  on  us. 

However,  the  work  of  the  association  has  gone  on  with 
increased  vigor  through  the  efforts  of  our  Alumni  Secre- 
tary, George  L.  Walker,  as  you  will  learn  more  fully 
from  his  own  report.  At  the  same  time,  I  have  dispatched 
communications  to  each  one  of  the  Chapters  and  sought 
to  link  up  these  Chapters  more  closely  with  the  central 
office  here.  It  has  also  been  my  pleasure  to  be  the  guest 
of  the  Richmond  Chapter  at  their  dinner  given  in  February, 
at  which  Professor  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  was  the  chief  speak- 
er. I  was  also  with  the  Petersburg  Chapter  at  their  meet- 
ing and  recently  have  attended  meetings  of  the  Halifax 
Chapter,  the  Danville  Chapter  and  that  at  Lynchburg 
and  I  can  say  that,  judged  by  the  interest  and  enthusiasm 
which  I  found  at  these  meetings,  I  have  no  hesitancy  in 
assuring  you  that  the  Alumni  are  more  aroused,  more 
alert,  and  more  keenly  concerned  for  the  welfare  of  the 
College  than  at  any  time  in  its  history.

THE  Annual  Meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation was  held  in  the  Biology  Lecture  Room  of 
Bagby  Science  Hall,  Tuesday,  June  loth,  3:30  P.  M. 
Robert  K.  Brock,  President  of  the  Association,  was  in  the 
chair.  The  invocation  was  given  by  Rev.  A.  C.  Hop- 
kins, D.  D.,  1888,  Charlotte  Court  House,  Virginia.  The 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Secretary, 
Geo.  L.  Walker.  The  following  reports  were  read  and  ac- 
cepted :The  President's, the  Secretary's,  andtheTreasurer's. 
(Elsewhere  are  printed  the  first  two  and  the  salient  feature 
of  the  Treasurer's  was  that  there  was  a  BALANCE,  NOT 
heavy,  but  still  a  BALANCE!)  The  Auditor,  Frank  W. 
Spindler,  1923,  reported  the  Treasurer's  books  in  excellent 
shape.  Under  new  business,  W.  M.  Kemper,  1901,  moved 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  be  urged  to  find 
a  way  of  financing  the  Alumni  Department.  A  committee, 
composed  of  W.  AL  Kemper,  W.  W.  Martin,  and  Asa  D. 
Watkins,  was  appointed  to  draw  up  a  suitable  paper  to 
present  to  the  Board  at  its  ne.xt  meeting.  W.  B.  Blanton, 
1910,  moved  that  Article  6  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Association  be  changed  to  read,  "The  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  fifteen  Alumni,  appointed  by  the 
President,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum."

The  main  changes  are  in  designating  a  specific  number 
for  the  Committee,  striking  out  the  words,  "residing 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  College,"  and  naming  the  President 
to  appoint.)  After  considerable  discussion,  the  motion 
was  carried.
